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REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Citizens of Stoddard : 

The time has once more come when it is the duty of those 
entrusted with the educational interests of the town to present 
their annual report as to the condition and needs of your schools. 

Mrs. Palmer, who was elected as third member on the school 
board at our last March meeting, moving from town in the fall, 
resigned her office. Her education and experience were such 
that her continued work on the board would have been of the 
highest value and benefit to the schools. 

The work of the schools for the most part has moved along 
quietly and steadily throughout the year, and some of our 
schools are in excellent condition. 

The skillful teacher seeks the development of all that is best 
in the child, and aims to keep the pupil so occupied in right 
directions that there shall be little need to repress his evil ten- 
dencies by force. The well-disciplined school of to-day is 
characterized not so much by “perfect quiet,” which once 
was ewidence of highest order, as by orderly activity. The 
noise of industry may mean order of the highest kind, and when 
found it implies teaching of the highest order. 

No changes have been made in the text books the past year. 
It is advisable that the present text book on grammar be 
changed the coming year. A work on pure grammar and also 
one on composition in grades is preferable to the two subjects 
combined in the same book. Two school globes were pur- 
chased this year, which supplies a long-needed apparatus for 
the teaching of geography. Some reference books for the use 
of the schools would be very useful to both teacher and scholars. 

The advent of the New Education has developed new ideas 
in regard to reading in our schools. It has become as im- 
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portant to teach the child what to read as to teach him how to 
read, since what he reads may lead him to vice and crime; 
but a taste formed for good reading becomes a safeguard 
against evil. There never was atime when the educational 
market was so flooded with the best literature of all ages made 
available for reading in our schools, for all grades, from the 
nursery rhyme, fairy tale and fable for the younger scholars up 
to history, biography, story, novel and poem for the older classes ; 
the latter especially should be supplied with such reading in 
variety and abundance, sufficient for their needs. If the ju- 
venile portion of our public library could be placed on book- 
shelves in our school-rooms during term time, under the super- 
vision of the teacher, it would accomplish far more for the 
young folks of our town than it does now. 

Repairs have been made to the extent of our appropriation. 
One side of the roof of both the Centre and South Stoddard 
school-houses have been shingled, also the out-buildings of 
these two school-houses have been put in good repair. New 
stove funnel has been purchased for the Centre school, taking 
the place of the old, which smoked badly. Although our school- 
houses are now comparatively comfortable, yet an appropriation 
for new seats and desks at the Centre will be highly appreci- 
ated. 

The report of the children that we school in Sullivan is as 
follows : Names—Nora M. Swett, Perley E. Swett, Augustus S. 
Dyer, Edward Dyer, PaulI. Dyer. All are between nine and 
fourteen years of age. Their deportment and scholarship is 
reported as “ Good;” regularity of attendance “ Excellent.” 
The tuition for the five for twenty-two weeks amounts to $44.00; 
their conveyance $5.00. 

We have not yet received the bill from Marlow for the tuition 
of George E. Reed’s girl. 

We have had during the year 1899 an aggregate of 63 weeks 
of schooling. ‘The whole number of enrolled scholars attend- 
ing school in town was 57; average membership 56; average 
daily attendance, 55. There were 7 scholars under six years of 
age; 43 between six and sixteen, and 7 over sixteen. ‘There 
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were 11 cases of tardiness ; 16 were neither absent nor tardy 
for the year; 32 were neither absent nor tardy for one term. 
Visits made by school board, 29 ; visits by others, 272.  Esti- 
mated value of school-buildings, $1,000.00; estimated value 
of apparatus $60.00; average cost per scholar for the year, 
$12.48. / 

We have tried to be faithful to the trust committed to us and 
to perform its duties to the best of our ability. We would 
tender our thanks for the kindness shown us and the interest 
manifested in the schools.

Both terms of this school were taught by Mrs. Maude A. 
Page of Stoddard. The fall term completed her second year 
in this school. For good discipline and thorough instruction, 
this teacher could hardly be surpassed. A hive of busy workers 
aptly describes this school. During the spring term all the 
pupils attended to reading, writing, spelling and arithmetic; 
twelve grammar and geography, three history and eight physi 
ology. In the fall, a!l pursued reading, writing, spelling and 
arithmetic, nine geography, composition and grammar, two his- 
tory and seven physiology.

The spring term was under the instruction of Miss Marion 
R. Cook of Hillsboro, N. H. She was a graduate of our State 
Normal School and an experienced teacher. She gained the 
good will of parents and scholars and kept a good school. A 
class in drawing did good work. All the scholars attended to 
reading, writing, spelling and arithmetic, five geography, two 
grammar, history, algebra and book-keeping, four composition 
and drawing, three physiology and one astronomy. 

The fall term was taught by Mrs. Eda M. Roberts of Wash- 
ington, N. H. Mrs. Roberts’ moral character was above re- 
proach, she was a good disciplinarian and thorough in her 
teaching. She lacked the support so necessary to ensure suc- 
cess. The pupils covered more than the usual amount of 
ground for the length of time and evinced a fair understanding 
of the studies pursued, considering there was no review, owing 
to the schools terminating rather abruptly at the end of nine 
weeks on account of the ill health of the teacher’s mother. All 
the scholars pursued reading, writing, spelling and arithmetic, 
five geography, grammar, history, composition and physiology 
and one philosophy.
